HINA PRESERVE 
NEUTRALITY?

First France, now China, If Russia cared 
go little for the prestige of her ally as to 
continue to compromise her in the eyes of the 
Powers, long after being asked to go away, 
what consideration can RozHDESTYENSKY 
be expected to show to China, whose 
neutrality has all along contemptuously 
been set atnaught? ‘There is no indication 
of a determination to make the dash for 
Vladivostock, for which the Kussian admiral 
has been bowing to premature applauee ; 
and if this dawdling about fails, as we hope 
it may fail, to induce any change in the 
Japanese tactics, it means that China will 
be the neat neutral power to have its honesty 
impugned. Some Chinese harbour will be 
the next calling place for the Baltic Armada; 
aud China will in all probability find herself 
once more playing the réle of international 
shuttlecock to which she is unhappily 
accustomed, Just as France was not ready 
to enforce her neutrality in Indo-China, 
assuming she wished to do so, 80 it would 
be ridiculous to suppose that China could 
make any demonstration against the Russians 


that would not make them laugh. Unless, 
perhaps, the Chinese Government had the 


wit to mobilise a ficet of fishing boats. Yet 
both England and America have solemnly 
warned China against the permission of any 
breaches of neutrality. We could not have 
expected, when writing of the impotence of 
international law some mouths ago, that so 
aptly illustrative a situation could arise 
ta demonstrate the eternal indispensability 
of force majeure. The Cantonese Viceroy’s 
pathetic appeals for more battle ships 
could not be granted. He [was advised 
ty have men about him “ well up in 
diplomacy,” and to do the best he could, a 
characteristic sample of Chinese policy. 
If he bad got all he asked for, it would have 
heen a naval flea-hite to RoZHDESTVENSKY'S 
Armada; andifbe has the most cunning 
diplomats bre | in China, he will not easily 
persuade RozHDESTVENSEY lO leave safe 
auchorage at, sny, Hainan, once he selects 
asuitable haven. Having got well out of 
one serious scrape, the Dogger Bank affair, 
RozHpEsTvENSKY seems to be hardened tc 
wrongdoing ; or to bave gained the idea 
that he is now a law unto himself.

At 
first, it might be strategy to attempt to 
entice Toco away from his base; but now 
that the Japanese patience ia us patent as 
that of a cat at a mouse-hole, and hope in 
that direction must be abandoned, his 
dillydallying is very unstrategic, and begins 
to look oncommonly like what the schools 
eal] “funk.” For while Togo can afford to 
wait, RozHpesTVENEKY caunot. An Armada 
on a long cruise is something like a 
dose of Serpuitz: the longer you let it 


fizz, the less effective it becomes. So far,

They are for her the 
devil and the deep sea; and her chuice will 
‘always be dctated by the consideration 
| whether Scylla or Charybdis happens to be 
the lesser evil. But when RozHDESTVENSKY 
moves on to Hainan or some Chinese 


harhour further north, China will not have 
even a Howpson’s choice. The Russians 

who, in response to French official entreaties, 
acted up to the letter but not to the spirit 
of their obligations, will not stand on 
ceremony with the Chinese.

CHANG CHIH-TUNG.

We thought and said at the time that His 
Excellency CHana Cuia-rone, in his 
lengthy criticism of the currency reform 
proposals of Professor Jenks, was making a 
big mistake. How big, we did not then 
realise, It appears that the terrible mental 
strain involved has re-acted on the great 
Chinese Stuatesman’s health. There were, 
of course, evidences in CxaNne’s Memorial 
of mental trouble, a circumstance which 
will nut astonish those who remember their 
efforts to grasp all the arguments for and 
against bi-metalism during the agitation of 
a doz-n years ago.

His 
Chinese }hysicians’ recent pronouncement 
on the state of His Excellency’s health 
seems to confirm our a posteriori diagnosis, 
They declare that ‘he is suffering 
from an  over-heated system caused 
by hard mental work.” Poor as is our 
general opinion of the native medicine men, 
we cannot but marvel at the epitomic 
character of their phraseology. Not only 
was there evidence of exhaustive mental 
work ; but in his vehement denunciations of 
the foreign scheme of financial reform, we 
were also able to perceive that the veteran 
Viozroy had allowed himself to become 
“overbea'ed.” Naturally, the Empress- 
DowaGer is much concerned as to the 
health of this man after her own heart, and 
has given orders for telegraphic enquiries to 
be made ,ndvising him atthe same time that 
as he ig one of her most valued officials, it 
is his duty to seek the very best medical 
advice oltainable, and to keep her posted as 
to results.

that almost immediately after the publication 
in English of the Decree in question, it was 
made public that some Europeans in Hong- 
kong, convened and inspired by the Italian 
Consul-General, Chevalier VoLPrcguut, had 
been busying themselves in a sort of educa- 
tional crusade to bring about the reformed 
state of things which the Empress-DowacEr, 
by a stroke of the vermilion pencil, is now 
supposed to have inaugurate. In the 
account of'tbe doings of these good-hearted 
people, whigh was supplied to the press, no 
mention was made of the fact that the object 
of the little society had been secured. Those 
aware of the Decree might not unnaturally 
-have assumed some connection of the two 
things; but we note that in the north, all 
credit fur the reform is given to His 
Excellency Wu Trina-rana, “who, of 
his own initiative, und impelled solely 
by humanity and a pure loyalty, has 
laboured to remove from his country one of 
its darkest stigmas. I have learned that he 
has been at this affair for some time and 
had difficulty in securing the help of the 
necessary coadjutors before he was able to 
lay the memorial before the Empress- 
Dowager.” The correspondent whom we 
have just quoted, after praising Wu's kind 
heart and gentle spirit, seems to have had a 
sudden thought of another side to the 


shield, for he makes the following curious 
reflection, that :— 


“The conditions of life in China, the 
morale of its inhabitants, avd _ their 
insensitive nervous organisations, are such 
that unbappily a more severe code of punish- 
ment is necessary here for the maintenance 
of order than in more fortunate parts of the 
werld.” 

This isthe theory, or rather the fact 
learned by experience, which stands as 


excuse for the otherwise apparent severity 
of European treatment of Chinese criminals. 


It seems to be admitted that the Chinese do 
not feel what are to Europeans heavy 
penalties. This paves the way for an 
academic discussion upon which we have no 
present intention to enter; but readers 
interested in such speculation may ask 
themselves whether it does not follow that 
a less sensitive nation is more physically fit 
than @ nation all nerves and feelings. In 
the days when England was called “merrie,” 
we were almost as brutal as the Chinese. 
Ts it undiluted improvement that now we 
can scarcely bear tlie sight of blood, have 
abolished flogging, and are rapidly travel- 
ling towards the abolition of all capital 
punishment, which is as often styled judicial 
murder as not? Did Englishmen shudder 
before microbes, die for vermiform 
appendixes, and claim exemption from jury 
work on the score of hypermathesia, in the 
brave days of joust and tourney? It really 


speak of ‘‘ my insignificant country,” “ the | 


unworthy individual now addressing your 
Excellency,” and so on; but such phrases 
are always recoguisable as figures of speech. 
We muy take it for granted that no ‘“ pro- 
minent Japanese statesman’’ woulc say: 
“J have witnessed in vour best homes the 
perfect accord of hushand and wife, the 
intellectual equality of woman with man, 
the plain sympathy between pareuts and 
children. I see your women, with clear 
brains and real intellectual development, 
comrades and companions of their hus- 
bands,” and then proceed to sneer at the 
“humility, obedience, meeckness, and 
charity” of Japanese wives; and to add:

No small 
share of the glory attaching to Japan 
during the last two years must he given to 
the Japanese wife and mother, beiind 
whose “ humility, dbedience, meekness, anil 
charity '’ there is also a quiet heroism and 
a philosophy that the inventor of| this 
“ Japanese atutesman”’ is not the sort of 
creature to discover. Besides, if it comes 
to a question of cumparing the domestic 
virtues and merits of the Japsnese and 
foreign woman, there is much to be said on 
both sides. It is reported that a recent 
Oriental visitor to England, asked for a 
farewell opinion of the country, answered 
“Too much woman.” Taking that cryptic 
criticism as a text, a popular writer voices 
the male complaint that the Western 
World has been handed over to woman.

Hing, deceased, and Wong Tin Chi, executor of 
Wong Lan Shan. deceased, claimed from the 
defendant, Chan Ho Cheung, of No. 376 Queen’s 
Road ‘‘entral, sued as executor of Tang Yuk 
Chnen, deceased: (1) Adeclaration that defendant 
held Kowloon Marine Lot 43 in trust for the 
plaintiff, Fung Sui Tong, as to oue-fourth share

On Tang's 
return to Canton he sent for the plaintiffs and 
informed them that he had become purchaser of 
a moiety of this lot, when the first contributed 
$5,000 for a one-fourth share and the’ other 
two $1,500 apiece for what works ont at a threes 
fortieth share apiece, and, therefore, Taug is 
trustee for these contributors in respect of 
these shares. In due course the reclamation 
was made at a cost of $11,000. It appears from 
‘the books that something was paid by the con- 
tributors on account of their proportions, bat 
none of the plaintiffs have paid all that is due 
from them, The defendant will produce an 
account book in Tang’s own handwriting, by 
which it is admitted that he received the 
amounts paid by the plaintiffs. :

I heard the noise 
ofa moving motor car behind. [turned my 
head and saw the car on my rigbt hand side 
about 30 feet away. I went straight on, and 
was abont four feet from the verandah when the 
car knocked me d»wn, but I could not see 
whether it ran over me. The second defendant 
was driving the motor car. I tock him to the 
Police Station where I charged him with 
negligent driving, and I believe he was fined. 
My left leg was out and my right leg swollen. 
| went and saw Dr. Justi the day after the 
accident. Heafterwards paid ma six visits, and 
as the result of the injuries I was confined to 
the house for a week, as I could not walk. The 
doctor charged me $31 for attendunce. The 
suit produced is the one I was wearing on the 
day of the accident. 1t cost me about $22. 

His Honour—It is not an utterly useless suit 
now, is it? 

Witness—J can wear it again. 

His Honour — It is not torn is it ? 

Witness—No. 

Mr. Harding—It will be all right with a 
little brushing ? 

Witness.— Yes. 

Witness, to His Honour—The motor was 
coming from the direction of West Point. It 
gave me no warning of its approach. I am 
not deaf. I was about four feet from the pathway 
on the eastern side of Arsenal Street when I 
ees struck. I cannot say on which side I was 

Gunner Samuel Smith, R.G.A., stated that 
plaintiff was jammed between the motor car and 
aricsha, he ricsha was on the right side of 
the read, the man in the middle and the motor 
car on the left; plaintiff was knocked over on the 
left hand side of the road. When plaintiff was 
knocked down, the motor car shot across to the 
ather side of Arsenal Street, the front wheel 
of the car dragging plaintiff with it, When 
defendant gave the warving he had collided 


| with the ricsha, and it was too late for plaintiff 


to get out of the way. I saw the motor car 
gometime before. It was going very fast, I 
should say from 16 to 2 miles an hour—as fast 
as an electric tram goes. 

Chan Lai Ming, who was called by Mr. 
Harding, declared:—I was notin the Colony 
on the 26th April last. I left for Canton on 
the 24th and remained thore for about 20 days. 
The defendant, Hung Pe, was my cook. He 


had no authority to take my motor oar out. 

Hung Po, declarei—I remember starting off 
for Wanchai in s motor car on the 26th April. 
It belonged to ths first defendant. I took it 
out because I wanted to play with it. 

His Hononr—Have you ever driven in one 
before. 

Witness—No (laughter). 

His Honour—Do you ever intend to drive 
in one again ? 

Witness—No (laughter). 

His Honour delivered judgment as follows :— 
I hold that the second defendant is not 


the servant of the first defendant, so as td 
make the first defendant answerable for the 


negligence of his servant. He was cook to the 
first defendant, but in no way employed to run, 
this motorcar. He took it out on his own 
account without the authority, permission, or 
knowledge of his master, and was not running 
it in the course of his employm-nt. It 
was highly unreasonable of the Chinese 
cook to take it into his head to use his master's 
motorcar—an instrument with which he was 
totally unacquainted—and to run it along the 
streets of the city of Victoria, causing momen- 
tary danger to all passersby. It is clear the 
cook lost control of the oar in Queen’s Road 
East, and to avoid dashing into an electric stan- 
chion, darted into a ricsha and the plaintiff. 
The fact of an unskilled rerson undertaking to 
drive a motorcar does not itself amount to 


negligence, but his way of driving itdid. 1

This was an appeal by the defendants against 
an order made by the Chief Justice in Chambers 
on the 5th April: on thegiep lication of the 
plaintiffs, allowing the pla s to amend their 
statement of claim by adding as another clause 
of action a claim on a bill of exchange for 
$10,000 instead of, as the origival writ of 
summons claimed, 310,000 on a promissory note, 
Mr. H. N. Ferrers instructed by Mr. P. W. 
Goldring (of Messrs. Brutlon. H-tt and 
Goldring) appeared for the Appellants, and Mr. 
E. H. Sharp, K.C , Attorney General, instructed 
be Mr. H. W. Locker (of Messrs. Deacon 
Looker and Deacon) for the (former) Plaintiffs. 

Mr. Ferrers—The statement of claim in this 
action was filed on the 11th October, 1904, 
and states that the plaintiffs are bankers having 
a registered office in Queen's Rad Central, and 
the defendants are merchants carrying on 
business in the same street. The plaintiffs 
claim $19,000 due on a promissory note. The 
statement of defence was filed on the 16th Sep- 
tember, and the plaintiffs filed a reply on the 
22nd October, 1904. The next proceeding was 
that certain affidavits were filed with a view to 
taking evidence in England. 

The Chief Justice—The plaintiffs sued upon a 
promissory note which had been given to them 
fo further secure an amount due to them.ona 
bill of exchange which had been given in 
December, 1913, fell due sometime in March, 
1904, and not being paid on due date the defen- 
dants gave the plaintiffs a promissory note, 
which, when it became due was dishonoured. 
The plaintiffs then sued you upon the promis- 
sory note which was given upon the same 
indebtedness as the original bill of exchange. 
To this the appellants took the technical objec- 
tion that the plaintiffs could not sue because the 
note after it was given, was altered, and not 
restamp-d after alteration.. They also took the 
objection that there was 0 consideration of the 
note, On the pleadings there was consideration 
on account of the bill they ought to have paid, and 
did not, The plaintiffs then came to me and asked 
leave to amend the claim and writ to add now 


what they might havedone originally. There was 
no obligation on the plaintiffs to sue on the 


promissory note, therefore I gave them leave 
to sue on both. The only ground on which the 
court ought not to grant the amendment is, 
were the plaintiffs bringing up a new case not 
to be placed in the same position vis-a-vis with - 
the original P 

Mr. Ferrers -I refer your Lorships to page 
$54 of the White Book wherein it is stated ~ 
that a plaintiff must pursue the action to which 
be commits himself when he draws his state- 
ment of claim. The line of action he committed 
himself to then he ought to be- bound by. In 
amending the statement of claim in this action 
there has been undue delay, and your 


Lordships should have been supplied with some

statement of claim, and on the 16i1h September 
the defendants filed their statement of def-nev. 


On the 22nd October « reply was pot in by the 
plaintiffs and subsequently an order to take 
evidence on commission was issued. That 
commiss‘on was returned to the Colony on the 
24th March last. On the 2lst March an 
application was made by the plsintiffs to 
amcnd their statement of o'aim by adding 
as another clause to the action a claim on the 
bill of exchange for $10,000. An order was 
made on the 5th April allowing ‘he amendment 
to be made, and the defendants now brought 
an appeal against that order in chambers on the 
grounds that such amendment ought not to 
have been made. The two 
are undue delay in their application to amend, 
and that the defendant's case is prejudiced by 
an order allowing the am-ndment. On both 
grounds they have failed. ‘I'here wus no undue 
delay, but a mere lapse of time, and the defen- 
dants are in no way prejudic d in the conduct 
of their action by this new course of action 
being added. It seems to me that the amend- 
ment has only been put in a terser form than 
the clause contained in the statement of plead- 
ings of the 22nd October. It is well known 
that amendments in pleadings have been allowed 
go long as anything remains to be done in the 
action or on the judgment, and the Court is of 
opinion that tlis appeal be dismissed with costs.

1t would be very well, indeed, that men of your 
character should be banished, and perhaps 
your wisb in this direction will be m later 
on; but in the meantime you fhust learn— 
and through you, others given to” the icourse 
you have followed—that that course cannot be 
followed with impunity. You, therefore, will 
be subjected to severe punishment for what you 
have done. As you have pleaded guilty, that 
fact will be taken into consideration, showing 
that youare sorry for what you have done. The 
usual punishment I give 1s five years’ hard 
labour and twenty-four strokes of the birch. 
That is severe punishment, no doubt, but there 
is notbing more serious than breaking into a 
man’s house at the middle of the night and 
terrifying him by going on in the way you have 
done on this occasion. The public must be 
protected from men of your character, and 
people must feel that they can sleep with safety 
in their houses at night. Each of you will be 
sentenced to three years’ hard labour, aud each 
will receive 24 strokes of the birch during the 
first six months of your imprisonment.

BANDITTI. 

The number of robberies is by no means 
decreasirg, though a large number of robbers 
were recently captured and decapitated. On 
the 10th inst. a steam launch, leaving Sam 
Kong for Canton, having on board a great 
number of passengers, was attacked by pirates, 
while she was steaming near Kam Shan Chi. 
The booty carried away by them amounted toa 
large sum On the 29th ultimo a gang of 
about two hundred robbers broke into a pawn- 
shop in Pun-u district and carried away spoils- 
to the value of thirty thousand dollars. Two 
of the fokis of the shop were taken as hostages. 
When they took their departure, they were 
completely hemmed in by the vi lage people and 
the watchmen, all well armed, anda fight followed, 
The encounter lasted from mid-night till dawn 
when the robbers succeeded in braaking the 
siege ani made their escape. About thirty 
robbers were killed and ten were taken prisoners. 
Of the vi lage men ten were killed and wounded. 
Mothing has yet been heard of the two fokis 
carried away as hostages. 

A SICK VICEROY—TAXATION—ORIGIN 
OF CRIME. 

Viceroy Shum has sent again a memorial to 
the Throne earvestly.asking to be allowed to 
resign bis viceroyship under the plea of sick- 
ness. He furthers says that he intends to 
vist F rope and America fora change of air 
and to ask the advice of some clever European 
dectors, and also take the opportunity to study 
the affairs, customs and the mede of govern- 
ment of different countries. In the same 
memorial, which is a very long one, he says that 
under present conditions and circumstances the 
robbers of the province: of Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi cannot be completely rooted out, as 
the bigh authorities, hardly pressed by the 
Peking Government to send annually a large 
sum of money to Peking to pay indemnity, 
debts and other nec. sities, ave, therefore, com- 
pelled to impose taxes of every description 
against their will, and every sort of gambling, 
which is fhe principal source of giving birth to 
robbers, is allowed; gambling paying a large 
pirt of the revenue. Consequently the people 
require to live a very costly life, the prices of 
the necessities of life, which have already been 
heavily taxed, getting higher day after day. 
Moreover, the majority of the people, who are 
out of employment, can hardly abtaia a liveli- 
hood. The industries and trade of China are 
now reachin - a lamentable state, for the people 
draw the supply of various kinds of goods from 
foreign countries. He says that unless a sound 
government be re-established and every sort of 
gamb‘ing, especially Fantan, be strictly prohi- 
bited. pece can never be restored in the two 
Kwangs. 


THE COMING BRITISH SHIPS, 


The coming of the Goliath and Cunopus, an- 
nounced in our telegrams on 18th May. signifies 
an important change in the status of the China 
squad:on. The Goliath is-a twin screw battle. 
ship of 12,950 tons, ih.p. 18,500 N.D., Ports! 
mouth, held in reserve. Captain Hugh P 
Williams was appointed 7th March. 

The Cu.opus is a twin screw battleship of 
12,95" tons, i.h.p. '2,500 N.D., flacship, reserve 
division at Portsmouth. Captain Edwarl 9: 
Fitzherbert was appointed 3rd January. Thése 
two ships are of the sams tonnage‘and speed as 
the “Glory, Ocean, Vengeance and Albion, and 
should be a source of increas-d strength to the 
squadron, similarity in speed and construction 
being @ most important consideration in the 


comp: sition of a fleet of battleships. 


APPLICATION FOR EXTRADITION. 

Before Mr. F. A. Haszeland at the Police 
Court on the 15th May, Mr, H. E. rele 
K.C. (instructed by Mr. R. A. Harding) applied 
on behalf of the Chinese Government foe the 
extradition to China of Cheang Pat on a charge 
of armed robbery in the Heungshan district 
near Macao. Mr. P. W. Goldring represented 
the defendant. 

Mr. Pollock, in outlining the case, stated that 
on the evening of the 26th December last year, 
Li Chan, the owner of s cargo junk was 
journeying from Heungshan towards Macao. 
The junk contained a rather valuable cargo, 
having amongst other goods on Cassia 
oil te the value of about $750. Besides the 
prosecutor, Li C the crew of the 
junk consisted of seven mon. About six 
o'clock on the evening sforesa‘d, on account of 
little wind and having the tide against them 
the junk anchored off the beach. Two hours 
later Li Chan and his fokis turned in, leaving 
the watchman and assistant steersman on deck. 
About midnight prosecutor was awakened by a 
noise, and heard several reports of firearms, and 
he heard the watchman calling out. “Wake 
up. There are robbers coming.” When he 
and the men below reached the deck they saw 
two boat loads of robbers alongside, and appar- 
ently considered discretion the better of 
valour, and got back into the cabin. Shortly 
afterwards six men burst in; two oarrying 
lighted torches, and all armed with firearms. 
Among the six was the defendant, who appeared 
to be the leader. Prosecutor had seen him 
before, as prior to this occasion he twice boarded 
the junk and levied a toll of $200n each occasion— 
apparently a kind of blackmail. On this occasion 
the defendaut carried a revolver, and told the 
junk’s crew that if they moved they would be 

illed. On his order, a wire was run, through 
the hair of prosecutor and his fokis, and they 
wera tied together. Defendant thea asked 
prosecutor where his money was, and prosecutor 
told him, at the same time giving him the key of 
the trunk. The defendant extracted $60 anda 
silver watoh, and put themin his own pocket. The 
robbers then pulled up the floor of the cabia and 
found the cassia oil, which defendant ordered his 
followers to put on board the boats. The 
robbers also took a quantity of gunpowder and 
some firearms. 

Evidence was led and the case adjourned.

Sre,—Mr. Osborne in his evidence in the 
case, Capt. Nusworth v. Pilot Lawler, says that 
he wrote a letter to the Pilots’ Association 
advising them about taking ships up to the 
Kowloon wharves. No such let‘or was ever 
received, and if it had been how could the 
Pilots’ Associntion ever think of taking advice 
from one who hag neve had any experience in | 
berthing steamors|? 

It is now over six months since European 
piote started, and a great number of steamers 
of all sizes lave been berthed at the Kowloon 
wherves mostly by European pilots, and 
because one member of the association had an 
accident, the other members have to suffer, 
all on account of a circular letter which 
the shipping firms have received advising 
them to employ Chinese pilots in berthing 
thips at the Kowloon wharves; therefore 
‘nearly all the shipping firms have stopped 
eu.ploying Europeans (not only at the wharves 
buat also to bucys) as pilots The consequence is 
that the work previously don: by ten men is 
now entirely in the hands of three Chinese and 
iLis needles: to say that they are reaping a 
gret harvest. It is very good, Mr. Kditor, 
three pilots doing most of the work; but still 
| hear the Governm nt intend making more 
pilots. European pilots are not wanted by 
Bri ish firms, and I should suggest that 
Clinese b- granted Board of Trade Certificates, 
then these firms would be satisfied.

GERMAN CHINESE TREATY. 


Tha Article re!ating to the abolition of likin 
in the proposed German treaty with China is 
similar to that of the Anglo Chinese treaty, but 
in the German tresty it is proposed that China 
shall guarantee the effective abolition of likin 
as soon as an increase of tariff is effected. 

Regarding the stipulation of foreign residence 
it is similar to atticls III. of the U.S. Treaty 
with China :umely, “Citizens of the Uniled 
St .tes may frequent, reside, and carry on trade, 
industries und manufactures, or pursue any 
lawful avccation, in all the ports or localities of 
China which are now open or may hereafter be 
op ned to foreign @ and residence, and, 
within suitable loo:ities at those places which 
have been or may be s t apart for the usea d 
occupation of foreigners, they may rent or lease 
in perp«ui Y land and build thereon They 
shall genera ly enj y as te their persous and 
property all such rights, privileges and im- 
manities as are or may hereafter be granted to 
the subjects or c tizens of the nation the most ' 
favoured in those respects.”—-Sinwanpao.

THE SUPREME COURT.

‘The following extracts are taken from the 
Government Gazette, wherein is contained a 
report by Mr. A. Seth, Registrar, on the work- 
ings of the several divisions of the Supreme 
Court of Hongkong. ; 

The number of actions instituted in the 
Original Jurisdiction division of the Cvurt 
during the year 1904 was 233, and there were 
154 in dependency. Of these, 13) were disposed 
of, 49 being settled or wit'.drawn before trial, 
leaving a balance of 257. Tho total amount 
involved was $1,630,419.12. The debts and 
damages recovered amounted to $487,922 10. 
There was no injunction granted. The total 
fees collected and id into the Trea ary 
amounted to $14,892.65. ‘The number of actions 
instituted in Summary Jurisdiction was 1,799 
during the year 1904, and 230 were b. ought for- 
ward from 1903. Of these 1,635 were disposed 
of, 735 being settled or wilhdrawn before trial, 


‘leaving a balance of 394. The total amount 


involved was 338,300.41; and the total fees 
collected and paid into the ‘I'rea ury amounted 
to $7,950.65. 

The number of distress warrants for rent 
issued was 410, representing agg-egate un paid 
rents amounting to $39,692.72, of which the 
ageregaie sum of $17,317.6"! was recovered, 178 
warrants having been withdrawn on settlement 
b-tween the parties. The fees collected for 
issuing distress warrants and paid into the 
Treasury amounted to $2,577.75. 

There were 61 cases and 97 persons committed 
for trial at the Criminal S-ssions. The number 
of persons actually ind‘cted was 79, of whom 68 
were convicted and 11] were acquitted. Against 
18 persons no indictments were filed, and they 
were discharged pursuant to the provisions of 
“The Criminal Procedure Amendment Ordin-

and is now in the care of the police, Evidently 
knowing .the subtle ways of timber dealers, 
Adachi called on Susuki, a timber merch#nt, and 
in his capacity of tax official asked to see the 
books. Suzuki's prices for timber were remark- 
ably moderate to one who und: rstood something 
of the trade, which the s Adachi evidently 
did. At any rate the tax official asked Susuki 
if he was selling timber as cheaply as was 
shown in the books, With some observation 
about the bad times, and after an uneasy grant 
or two, Suzuki replied that he did, when the 
wily Adachi electrified the wily Susuki by 
offering to buy some at the price. Excuses 
were of no avail, Susuki was compelled to gall 
274 yen worth of timb-r at his tax-inspection- 
book prices, and on credit, whereu Adachi 
immediately rushed it off and sold it to another 
timber merchant for 420 yen! 

Had Adachi paid for the timber, nothing 
more might havu been heard of thix enlightening 
incident, but besides being wily, Adachi was 
weak, Asis common with the voung men of 
his class, instea| of paying Sasuki and pock-t- 
ing h's more or | gs legitimate profits, he went 
off to the licensed quarter at Yokohama, where 
he was in due course discovered by the police 
and afrested.—Japan Chronicle.

CHINESE EXCLUSION BILL 

On the lc'th May, at 2 p.m. the Jocal gentry 
assembled at the native Chamber of Commerce 
at Shanghai and decided to send telegrams to 
the Waiwupu and the Bureau of Commerce of 
all the treaty ports to protest against the 
Chinese Exclusion Bill of the United States of

Shéng Kung-pao will leave for Peking ina 
few days, after he has inspected his coal mines 
at Pinghsiang, Ki. This will mean that his 
Excellency, *with Viceroy Chang Chih-tung’s 
assistaiice, has “ made it all straight” with his 
opponents in the North and hence need not fear 
anything untoward pappeuing to him while in 
Peking. Should H.E, Shéug Kung-pao return 
straight to Shanghai from the Yangtze, it must 
be understood that things are not very rosy for 
him in the Capital. 

ANTI-FORHIGN OPPOSITION IN CH‘ANGSHA.

A MINING AND RAILWAY SCHOOL IN PEKING 
The members of the Shangpu (Ministry of 
Commerce) have been lately conferring with 
regard to the immediate establishment of a 
Mining and Railway School as an annexe of 
the Ministry. The teaching staff will be com- 
posed of the best that can be engaged from 
abroad, and i: is proposed to make it compul- 
sory for all members of the secretariat of that 
Ministry to attend classes, so that in course of 
time they may fit themselves for posts as super- 
intendents and inspectors of mine and railways 
under the jurisdiction of the Ministr-. 
PROPOSED MINISTRY OF EDUCATION. 
Frequent reference has been made to. the 
intention of the Emporia Government to add 
yet another “ Board,” or Ministry—that of 
Education—to the eight now existing, making 
three new Ministries or Boards within the past 
five years or so. Students of Chinese prior to 
1900 have been accustomed to call the Boards of 
Civil Appointments, Revenue, Rites, War, 
Punishment and Works, the “Six Great 
Boards,” institutions whid&d have been in 
existence in this country for nearly twenty 
centuries. After the events of 1900, the decrepit 
Tsungli Yamén, or Foreign Office, which was 
established about thirty-five years ago, was 
abolished and the Waiwupu, or Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, added to the six already erxis- 
tent, making seven inall. In 1903 the Shangpu 
or Ministry of Commerce, came into existence 


and now after much unvecessary procr :stination, 
in view of the schools and colleges of modern 
Ifarning springing up everywhere, it is decided 
to establish a Wenpu. or Ministry of Education, 
making Nine Great “ Boards,” or Ministries 
in all. Ithas been found that without such a 
Ministry, the officials in charge of colleges and 
schools in the provinces have persistently 
ig_Lored instructions sent them by tbe Hsiown- 
ch‘u, or Bureau of Education, in Peking, under 
the two Chancellors of the Peking University, 
and these two high officials have, therefore, 
obtained their Majesties’ approval to the 
creation of a Ministry of Education, which will 
then bring all colleges and schools under ite 
jurisdiction. The first President of the new 
Ministry, it is reported, will be Yung Ching. 
the present Mauchu Chancellor of the Peking 
University. 
. The notes following are taken from the 
Shanghai Daily News:— 
DEATH OF A SHANGHAI BANK COMPRADORE. 
On the 3lst April (80th?) there died at the 
age of about sixty-four, at his residence on 
Ningpo Road, Mr, Bsi Chen-fu, the well-known 
compradore of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bauk here. Mr. Hsi Chen-fu left considerable 
property in real estate, and a large portion of 
is funds were invested in local industrial con- 
cerns, while he was also a principal partner in 
two native banks of repute. The deceased was 
a native of Tunyting Island, Tahu Lake, neir 
Soochow, and leaves several grown-up sons, all 


of whom are also employed in the Hongko:g 
and Shanghai Bank here. One of his brothers 
is the compradore of the Chartered Bank, and 
another ocoupies the same position in the Rus<o- 
Chinese Bank here. 
AN ANTI-CATHOLIC RIOT IN KIANGSI. 

_A Nanch‘ang, capital of Kiangei province, 

dispatch states that Governor Ch'éng Haiin of 


that city has received a report from the di-triot 


magistrate of Wantsaibsien, stafing that an 
afti-Roman Catholic riot had occurred there

Reference hag already been made iv our 
columns to the changes which ars being made 
at the Kinngnan nal and Engioeeriog 
Works. The two enterprises are in future to 
be conducted as entirely separate affairs, and 
while the Chin-se Government will contiuue t» 
run the arsenal under its present management, 
the dock and engineeriug department becomes 
at the end of the present month, and ander the 
title given above, a purely commercial under- 
takiog in which Viceroys Yuan Shib-kai and 
Chou Fu are jointly intrested. It will still, 
of course, be entrusted with Government work, 
inde-d one of its first tasks will be the gradual 
reconstruction of most of the vessels of the 
Pciyang squadron, the (‘ommander-in-Chief of 
which, Admiral Yeb, will be director-general of 
the new concern, with Captain Woo as director 
under him, In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that it is probable that in the near fature 
a post-caplain of the British navy will again be 
appointed to take charge of the squalron, 
holding the same rank as Admiral Lang, who 


retired at the outbreak of the China-Japan war, 
aod the fleet is to be reorganised on a more 


modern basis. 

The joint foreign managers of the new 
undertaking will be Mr. L. Basse and Mr. R. B. 
Manuchan, the pres-nt Sup-rintendent of the 
International and Cosmopolitan Docks. Mr. 
Rawsthorne, the senior boiler-muker of Messrs. 
Farnham, Boyd & Co., also joins the Chinese 
yeuture, which starts under the most encourag- 
ing circumstances. Already a large amount of 
business is promised, and it is evident that the 
breaking down of the monopoly hitherto held b 
Messrs. Farnham, Boyd & Co. is widely wel- 
comed. The Kiangnan Works are cady 
furnished with most complete and modern 
plant, and a large staff of skilled operatives is 
immediately available. Anticipating the 
necessity of baving more than one dock. the 
directors have secured a large plot of land on 
the Poutang side opposite the present dook, and 
here, with deep water, they have ground for 
making half-a-dozen additional docks if 
required. 

MURDER ON A SHANGHAI 
WHARF. 


A dastardly crim» was committed at the 
Shanghai Hongk w Wharf in the early hours 
of May 7th. It appears that about 1.30 a.m 
the boatswain on the P. & O.S. Socotra heard 
a scuffie on the wharf snd came down the gang- 
wy to see what was the matter. As he reached 
the wharf two covlies, one of whom had a heavy 
iron bar in his haud, brushed past him. The 
boatswain suspected nothing until, a few steps 
further on, he tripped over the body of a coolie, 
lying ins pvol of blood. He st once ga-e the 
alurm, and the police were communicated with, 
but the murderers had escaped, leaving no clue. 
The victim, who was dead whea the police 


arrived, had a terrible gash in the skull, from 


which the brain protraded. He was a foreman 
on one of Messrs. Wheelock & Co.'s lighters, 


which was moored to the wharf. Whilst it: 
cannot be ascertained for o rtain what were tho 
motives for the crime, there is reason to believe 
that the murdered man had about $30 in his 
possession when he was killed, andas this is 
missing it ‘s surmized that he was robbed by his 


assailants. The N.-O. Daily News bopes that 
the perpetrators of this ghastly crime will not 
escape the consequences of their deed.

By C. CLEMENTI, 
M.A. Oxford: Clarendon Press. 2 Vols. 
Price 213. 


Much credit is dué to Mr. Clementi for the | 


uction of a scholargy work. Since Dr. 
itel published his dlotionary, there bas 
sppesred no such interesting contribution > 
e library of the student of Cantonese as the 
book under review. The English volume is 
printed at-the Clarendon Press, Oxford, a 
sufficient guarantee of clear type and good 
binding. fhe Chinese volume printed by 
Mosers. Noronha does not satisfy the eye so 
well. [he type is not of the best. Mr. 
Clementi’s translation is in prose, his lines 
being numbered in correspondence with the 
Chinese text: had the lines in the latter been 
treated in the same way, comparison would 
have been still easier. At the end of the 
English volume are notes in explanation of the 
various allusions. The vocabulary appended to 
the Chinese volume leaves us in much doubt as

classical precedent for expressing that emotion 
or performing that action. But apart from 
this our author fails as an interpreter of 


unhappy women, lecause his sympathy with |, 


them is not genuine. As moralists we may if 
we please remember his environmint and 
pardon him. But art knows no extenuating 
circumstances. As an artist he fails in good 
taste, and stands condemned. We give one 
instance of supreme bad taste, and that the 
one, if any, where genuine feeling might 
have been looked for. Chiu Tsz-yung the 
author had, we learn, a concubine, whom after 
two or three months he deserted. Penniless 
she was driven t7 an immoral life, and 
unable to support her misery and degradation 
committed suicide. In such circumstances an 
honest man might have feit remorse, a true 
poet would have found words to express 
it. And thus sings this heartbroken lover 
(Song XLVIL) as he twangs at his mandolin.

and similar phrases recur on every , and 


show clearly a misapprehension of the feelings 
they would explain. Wo may be quite sure that 
all the unfortunate girls asked for was peace 
and protection. 

Be a God and hold me with a charm ; 

Be a man and fold me with thine arm. 

And above all, delivery from the house of 
bondage. 

‘Nevertheless, there are some pretty passages 
to ba found here and there; and Mr. 
Clementi does well to call attention to the 
emphatic form in which the metaphors are 
expressed. ‘The maiden is not com to, 
she actually is, the royal flower of the Cinna- 
mon Garden. Similarly her ‘lover is the pea- 
cock, the bee, the butterfly.” Song XXXIV. is 
a good instance of this. The translation is ours. 

+The flower weeps: the moon is not scathed. 

Moon, look you, we flowers how wilted are we. 

“ Pity that as you wax, so mist we fade away. 

«The wild wind blows, and the rain gathers 

“together; my day is ended.” 

It is not easy to find exact parallels to this 
figure of speech. One occurs to us, in Venus 
and Adonis, stanzas 39 and 40: “Then be 
my deer, since I am such a park.” One simile is 
really beautiful, aud that is “ autumn waves " 
for women’s eyes. Any idea more expressive 
of dark depths and glincing flashing brightness 
than a wave at night, (and the idea of night 
comes with the context), it would be hard in- 
deed to discover. Of course it is not original. 

Mr. Clementi has an interesting note on 
Buddhism, though not everyone will agree with 
him as to ‘the extraordinary solace which the 
Buddhist faith, . . . still exercises over 
the peoples of the Kighteen Provinces.” The 
solace is the doctrine of the transmigration of 
souls, beyond which not one Chinese in ten 
thousand knows anything of Buddhism. But 
this doctrine by itself is no more Buddhism 
than the belief in an after-life can be said to 
constitute the Christian faith. 
~- A chapter on the musical notation of the phe 
pha or guitar will doubtless be of interest to 
musicians.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co., in their Report on 
the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghan, 
llth May, 1905, state:—There have been no in- 
terruptions to trade during the interval, barring 
the continuation of wet weather, but so far as 
this branch is concerned it remains almost at a 
standstill, especially as regards fresh transactions. 
That the demand in the country is good is 
evidenced by the clearances, which have kept 
distinctly fair in spite of the deluge of rain that 
has been falling over the whole of the Yangtsze 
Valley. Uncertainty regarding the immediate 
future, however, is undoubtedly causing a con- 
siderable amount of uneasiness in native business 
circlea, as momentous events are pending, the 
effect of which it is quite impossible to foresee, 
but the issue cannot be much longer delayed. So 
far the presence of the Russian Fleet in the waters 
of South China bas not caused any serious draw- 
backs to trade, but at the same time there is 
always the uncertainty as to what may be the 
outcome of the complications it may give rise to. 
At present the successes of the Japanese have not 
had the favourable effect on trade that was an- 
ticipated, judging by the experiences of New- 
chwang It is of course difficult to get right to 
the bottom of the trouble, but there is no question 
that great obstacles have been put in the way of 
distributing the supplies which have gone up to 
that Port, and efforts are being made to find out 
the cause and apply a remedy if possible. The 
lack of transport facilities, owing to boats and 
carts having been requisitioned by the Military 
Authorities, was at first understood to be the 
reason; then it was attributed to the smuggling 
of contraband articles in the packages and Api, 
as the goods that went through appeared to be 
paid for in Russian money, it was thought the 
enemy’s troops were being supplied, though it 
was only reasonable to suppose the natives have 
nothing but roubles with which to pay, and that 
currency is now interdicted by the Japanese in 
Newchwang. Thesituation is therefore consider- 
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ably:complicated and; according to some rts, 
is made much worse by the exactions of the 
Japanese, who ara said. to. be levying a sort of 
likin tax on goods passing through towns in the 
interior amounting to as muth as thirty yen 8 
picul on yarns! The whole matter is being investi- 
gated by some influential parties here, at instance 
of the leading native dealers, and it is hoped 
arrangements ma ie, made to relieve the 
trade of these disturbing influences. Advices 
from Tientain continue to be satisfactory, and 
Chefoo is also fairly active. The rain has 
interfered with dyeing operations in Hankow, 
but otherwise the trade there is mending gradual- 
ly. Ningpo remaina very dull. The Manchester 
market is unchanged, quotations showing no 
alteration from last week. Some business has 
gone through in heavy grey goods for shipment 
in the Autumn. The quotation is again higher 
to Liverpool for Mid-American Cotton, namely 
4.34d,, but Egyptian is easier at 6¢4d. Full rates 
are being asked by American manufacturers and 
very little has been done for this market. The 
latest New York Cotton quotations are 7.58 cents 
for June and 7.67 cents for July. It is said the 
Marine Insurance Companies have raised the 
rates for “ War risk” on Pacific shipments very 
considerably. Large supplies are expected here 
very shortly and therefore the block at New- 
chwang is becoming a serious question, On the 
other hand cowplainta are once again frequent 


with regard to the late delivery of goods both 
from Manchester and New York. It will interest 


American shippers to learn that a large gathering 
of influential and prominent Chinese Merchants 
and members of the gentry met yesterday after- 
noon at the Chinese Chamber of Commerce to 
discuss and protest against the proposed new 
Chinese Exclusion Treaty, which the Minister to 
Washington refused to sign, the clauses in this 
new Treaty being more severe than in the old 
one. It was decided to telegraph a protest to 
Peking, where the Treaty has now to be signed, 
against the present proposed terms, and it was also 
unanimously decided by those present to cease 
purchasing or contracting for American goods 
until the terms be modified and made to weet 
the reqnirememts of justice. It was furthermore 
decided to telegraph to merchants’ guilds through- 
out the whole Empire the reason for this boycott 
of American goods and to request one and all to 
join the Shanghai Merchants in this matter: 
There is a little more life in the market for 
yarns, especially for Szechuen, but prices are far 
from strong. Native cotton is easier.
